The birth of the labor movement in 


this country took place in the eloslug 
yours of the seventeenth century—ex- 
act date we cannot give—and was 
brought about through the banding 
together of a number of master and 
journeymen Philadelphia printers for 
mutual protection. Little is known of 
the history of this organization except 
that its lending objects were to relieve 
its distressed membership, bury de- 
ceased brothers and settle any disputes 
of a trade nature that might arise be- 
tween employer and employee. 
The 


organization bore the title of the "Asy- 
lum company," and this body of men 
may be regarded as the pioueers of the 
labor union movement iu America. 


However, iu 1802 another organiza- 


tion was formed, composed of Phila- 
delphia printers, ou Hues somewhat 
similar to those that guided the opera- 
tions of the Asylum company. 
This 


new union of masters aud journeymen 
worked under their constitution and 
laws until about the year 1S10, when 
it obtained a charter from the author- 
ities under the title of the Philadelphia 
Typographical society. 
Having thus 


been made a legalized body, it was 
necessary that it eliminate its trade 
union feature and restrict itself to 
works of benevolence and charity. 
From January, 1810, it has carried on 
its work along these lines up to the 
present time, a period of more than 
105 years. 
"We thiuk this society can 


justly claim to be the oldest of its 
kind in the country. Its career up to 
date has been one of credit and honor 
to itself and the craft it represents. 


During its long life the benevolent 


spirit of this organization was not con- 
fined to its individual membership, but 
was evidenced 
hi other directions. 


When New York was suffering from a 
yellow fever scourge in 1803 this so- 
ciety donated something like $100 to 
their fellow craftsmen of that city to 
aid them hi the noble struggle they 
were making to stem the affliction that 
had fallen upon its people. 


Ou the breaking out of the war of 


1S12 there came a call from the gov- 
ernment for a loan of §11.000.000. Phil- 
adelphia Typographical society was 
among the first .to offer its widow's 
mite to the national government in re- 
sponse to the call, even going so far 
as to sell its stockholdings in the Phil- 
adelphia bank. 
, 


When the civil war of 1861 occurred 


and volunteers were called for by the 
national governmeut, the printer ranks 
of Philadelphia were decimated Dy a 
large number of the members forsak- 
ing their labors in the printshop hi or- 
der to evidence their patriotism by en- 
tering into the military service in de- 
fense of the Union. To such of those 
who were on its membership roll that 
went "to the front" the society, by vir- 
tue of a resolution, kept" them in gpod 
standing and relieved those dependent 
upon them from want during their ab- 
sence. 


In 1831 the society by vote, owing to 


changed conditions, decided to disband, 
but was immediately reorganized, and 
the year following (1832) obtained a 
charter from the state that gave it in- 
creased powers and forbade its dis-1 
bandment so long as ten members 
were willing to continue it. 


In 1842 the Frankiin Typographical 


association supplanted the trades un- 
ion features of the society, adopting 
the scale of prices that up to this timfe 
had been in operation by the latter 
body from the year of its adoption, 
1S3G. 
The Franklin Typographical as- 


sociation merged into that of Philadel- 
phia Typographical union No. 2 in 1S50. 


The records of the Typographical so- 


ciety show acknowledgments of dona- 
tions of money and land in aid of its 
praiseworthy objects, while upon its 
roll of membership appear the names 
of many of the leading men in busi- 
ness or social life who at one time or 
another were engaged in printing or 
its allied crafts in our city.—William 
F. Knott in Typographical Journal.

Masters and Journeymen Banded To- 


gether For Mutual Protection—His- 
tory of the Organization Marked by 
Charity and Benevolance. 


The birth of the hibor movement in 


this country took place in the closiog 
years of the seventeenth century—ex- 
act date we cauuot give—and was 
brought about through the banding 
together of a number of master and 
journeymen Philadelphia printers for 
mutual protection. Little is known of 
the history of this organization except 
that its lending objects wore to relieve 
its distressed membership, bury de- 
ceased brothers and settle any disputes 
of a trade nature that might arise be- 
tween employer and employee. 
The 


organization bore the title of the "Asy- 
lum company," and this body of men 
may be regarded as the pioneers of the 
labor union movement in America. 


However, iu 1S02 another organiza- 


tion was formed, composed of Phila- 
delphia printers,' ou lines somewhat 
similar to those that guided the opera- 
tions of the Asylum company. 
This 


new union of masters and journeymen 
worked under their constitution and 


until about the year 1810, when 


it obtained a charter from the author- 
ties under tho title of the Philadelphia 
Typographical society. 
Having thus 


been made a legalized body, it was 
necessary that it eliminate its trade 
union feature and restrict itself to 
-works of benevolence and charity. 
From January, 1810, it has carried on 
ts work along these lines up to the 
n'esent time, a period of more than 
105 years. We think this society can 
ustly claim to be the oldest of its 
dud in the country. Its career up to 
date has been one of credit and honor 
o itself and the craft it represents. 
During its long life the benevolent 


spirit of this organization was not con- 
fined to its individual membership, hut 
was evidenced in other directions. 
When New York was suffering from a 
yellow fever scourge iu 1803 this so- 
ciety donated something like $100 to 
their fellow craftsmen of that city to 
aid them in the noble struggle they 
were making to stem the affliction that 
had fallen upon its people. 


On the breaking out of the war of 


1S12 there came a call from the gov- 
ernment for a loan of §11.000.000. Phil- 
adelphia Typographical society was 
among the first to offer its widow's 
mite to the national government in re- 
sponse to the call, even going so far 
as to sell its stockholdings iu the Phil- 
adelphia bank. 
. 
. ,. 


When the civil war of 18G1 occurred 


and volunteers were called for by the 
national government, the printer ranks 
of Philadelphia were decimated by a 
large number of the members forsak- 
ing their labors in the printshop in or- 
der to evidence their patriotism by en- 
tering into the military service in de- 
fense of the Union. To such of those 
who -were on its membership roll that 
went "to the front" the society, by vir- 
tue of a resolution, kept them in good 
standing and relieved those dependent 
upon them from want during their ab- 
sence. 


In 1831 the society by vote, owing to 


changed conditions, decided to disband, 
but was immediately reorganized, and 
the year following (1S32) obtained a 
charter from the state that gave it in- 
creased powers and forbade its dis- 
bandment so long as ten members 
were willing to continue it. 


In 1842 the Franklin Typographical 


association supplanted the trades un- 
ion features of the society, adopting 
the scale of prices that up to this tifflfe 
had been in operation by the latter 
body from the year of its adoption, 
1SGG. 
The Franklin Typographical as- 


sociation merged into that of Philadel- 
phia Typographical union No. 2 in 1850. 


The records of the Typographical so- 


ciety show ackaov.-ledsments of dona- 
tions of money and land in aid of its 
praiseworthy objects, while upon its 
roll of membership appear the names 
of many of the leading men in busi- 
ness or social life who at one time or 
another were engaged in printing or

Was Hunter and Guide AVith Lewis 


and Cfnrk Evplortn-j Expedition 


in 1801. 


(By Cball Pancoast.) 


On the William Holler farm, three 


miles north of Newark, Ohio, there 
elands an 
old 
fashioned, 
element- 


scarred, moss-covered slab, 
bearing 


these words: 


"JOHN SPARKS, 


Died February 28, 1S4G 


Aged 88 years." 


This marred 
and dimmed 
slab 


marks the grave of a man, who served 
his country so heroically, that he de- 
serves more recognition than a lone- 
ly, deserted grave. 


John Sparks spent his early days 


and last days in the vicinity of New- 
ark. He was a-great hunter and fisher- 
man and made his living 
following 


the forests and streams. 


Jle drifted into St. Louis at 
the 


time the Lew:; nnd Clark Exploring 
Expedition started across the Rocky 
Mbuntains and landed at the mouth 
of 'the Columbia river. 


John Sparks and two other men 


rwere engaged by the government TO 
act as food provider for the expedi- 
tion. They went ahead of tie main 
party, hunting and fishing. 
Sparks 


wag1 a crack shot and the expedition 
always had plenty to eat. He and his 
two hunting companions also 
ren- 


dered material assistance as guides, 
because of their knowledge of Indian 
habits and manners and their exper- 
ience at trail blazing. 


The grave" of John Sparks was. not 


discovered until a few years ago. 
It 


came about in this way. Several years 
previous to the Lewis-Clark Exposi- 
tion, the government sent a mart out 
for the purpose of locating the graves 
of the three hungers, who supplied 
food for the expedition, and who so 
faithfully served their country. One 
of the three hunters was found to have 
been iburied near 
Waterloo, 
Iowa. 


Over his grave a thirty-five hundred 
dollar monument has been erected. 
The second Indian scout lies buried in 
a little town in Indiana, and his grave 
is -also marked by a beautiful monu- 
ment. 


Tne third hunter and guide, John 


Sparks, was finally located in a de- 
serted grave on a farm north of New- 
art 
forgotten and unhonored. 


-iAt -the time the government started 


the, search for the hunters, a man 
was sent to Newark, as it was learned 
tot the last heard of Sparks he lived 
near that city, and it was supposed 
he died there. Bur the Government 
agent was unable to locate the grave. 
.Aiter he had .returned to .Washington, 
<tae late C. B. Giffin, an able historian 
of Newark became interested in the 
search, and finally located the grave 
on William Holler's farrm. 


When the news was made known to 


Mr. Holler, he recalled that he had 
heard his father and uncles speak of 
John Sparks and of his 
connection 


jwRh the exploring expedition. 


Then Mr. Holler, who 'is a civil 


war veteran, set out to find some one 
who actually knew that John Sparks, 


the Lewis-Clark 
Expedition 
huutor 


and guide, was the same as the- man 
buried (51 years ago, beneath the slab 
which bore his name. 


Hp found two men, Thomas Ma- 


holm, and A. H. Sells of Llnnville, an- 
old Mexican war veteran, both, now 
deceased, who signed an affidavit to 
the effect that this John Sparks was 
the identical man who was with The 
Lewis-Clark Exploring Expedition. 


Mr. Holler then took the matter up 


with Congressman Cassingham from 
his district, and asked the congress- 
man to make some effort toward get- 
ting nt appropriation for erecting a 
monument in honor of the heroic ser- 
vice of this Indian scout from Ohio. 
But the congressman said it was a 
state affair and he could do nothing 
at Washington. 


Now Mr. Holler has a petition be- 


fore the Ohio Legislature asking for 
an appropriation to place some kind 
of a memorial over this long neglect- 
ed grave. 


John Sparks, so the story of 
his 


adventure goes, left St. Louis in the 
spring of 1S04 with the exploring ex- 
pedition, head-ed by Captain Lewis and 
Captain Lewis Clark. The first win- 
ter was passed in cabins constructed 
among the Mandans.
